explosion from lines of the Fayettu 
County Gas Company, In tho southern 
end of tho county, was continued this 
morning at 10.30 o'clock-ocforo Judge 
Umliol. Martin denied positively that 
ho had over vltltcd the omco of Sena- 
tor W. E. Crow in tlio l''lrnt National' 
TlnnK building. Ho said ho had never 
talked to -Senator Crow, didn't oven 
know him and as far as ho knew, had 
never seen him In his llto. The only 
law ofllce he had visited In Oic First 
National Bank building was that of 
Attorney Fulton. The last tlmo he was 
In Brownflold's office was May 11, he 
suld. 


Some tlmo after tho action taken 


by Attorney Fulton. Martin said he 
had met the attorneys and other par- 
ties on tho street and< they made the 
proposition that-If he would withdraw 
tho suit, they woulU give him JG.OOO. 
Tbo money wan not to he given him 
direct, but was to paid to a third 
party, to bo held in trust. Ho refused 
to consider this proposition, hut said 
that If they paid htm $5,000 In cash In 
his own hand, he would consent to 
wlthnTuw^tho proceedings., 


Martin wan under-oro>s-cxnmlnatlon 


iv.hon court adjourned atTioon.-and It 


H the opinion of attorneyH and spec- 


tators generally that Martin outwitted 
Attorney MeKean In his answers. 


The testimony of Martin on Tues- 


day afternoon was a direct contradic- 
tion of tho testimony of Attorneys 
Drownflcld ami "Pattcmon and of In- 
terpreter Goldstein. Tho seriousness 
of the hearing became more pronounc- 
ed at this point and It soon bocamo 
apparent that somo one had testified 
falsely. 


Mr. Martin, who Is a bright young 


man, 
told In a brief narrative of tho 


explosion at Puritan which destroyed 
his home and resulted In tho death of 
hl» child. 'He followed this with tho 
story of his transactions with Attor- 
noys Brownfleld and Patterson and In- 
terpreter Goldstein. 


Martin thougnt JoOO would cover hln 


personal propnrty loss but Attorney 
Brownfli'ld llgurod It at $1,000. This 
was In the beginning, Wh-n Brown- 
Held nnd Patterson came to sottlc they 
would allow him only J150. He said' 
when It was counted up In Mr. Brown- 
field's onico on March 11, Mr. Patter- 
son had the pencil and placed tho fig- 
ures as dictated by Mr. Brownflold. 
Martin wanted inoro. but was told by 
Brownflcld that tho amount was all 
ho could gel. Tho sum ot 1300 was 
allowed for the Ions of tho bahy. Fifty 
dollars wax allowed for tho-funor.il 
oxponsos and ^ for his own ex- 
penses. Tho total as figured on that 
Saturday night was $1124. When Mar- 
tin returned • for tho money on the 
following Monday night tho amount 
was Increased 10 $G10 because Martin 
called Brownllcld's attention to a t'ia 
retaining feo he hud given when tho 
case was tlrst placed in Urownllcld's 
hands. Thus Browiiflold returned $16 
of tlio rctalnim; fee. 


Martin said v lion ho wanted moro 


money niownfleld told him that lie 
could get no moro because the gau 
company would pay no 
more. 
Ho 


said wh>m Patterson started to Itomlzo 
the household goods lost his (Mar- 
tin's) wlfu wanted more.

Brownflotd said, "Don't chow around 
and talk too much, give him tho whole 
damn thing."

DAMAGING MONARCH STORE. 


Two Sides of the Building Wrecked, Shoe Depavtment, 


Meat Shop and the Office Are Mixed Into One. 


Ing had boon blown out. The office 
An explosion that canned consider, 


able property damage, but luckily did 
not result in tho loss of nny lives, oc- 
curred between 9.80 and 10 o'clock 
last night at the Monarch store of tho 
Union Supply Company, Ivciscnring 
No. 2. 


Tho more had boon closde all day, 


nil the employes haUni; attended the 
annual picnic of thu company at Shady 
Grove. On his leturn to tho plant at 
U.30 Store Manager Bocrbower went 
to tho store start the rcfilgeratlng 
plant, which hail boon shut down dur- 
Ing tho day. After doing this, nnd 
seeing that everything was all right 
about tho building, Boerbowor went 
to his home. 


Ho hnd been at his home but a short 


time when ho was startled by a lor- 
rltlc explosion in tho direction of the 
store. 
Hurrying to the building 
a 


scene of destruction greeted him. At 
first appearance, It looked as though 
tho entire building had boon wrecked, 
nnd while this was not exactly 
tho 


case, groat damage had boon done. 


An examination showed that 
the 


northern and wostern end of the build- 


was entirely wrecked; the moat and 
shoe departments wore In ruins, some 
of tho shoos hnvlng been blown over 
against tho side of tho hill. The am- 
monia tank, which was located In the 
basement of tho building had been 
torn from 
Its foundations, 
carried 


clear across tho basement, through a 
three-foot stono wall and finally land- 
ed 20 foot away, 


Tho store, room proper was badly 


damaged. Dishes, dry goods, confec- 
tionery and groceries were piled In a 
hetrogoncous 
mass. 
Counters hnd 


boon twisted/ chandeliers 
Biunshcd, 


fixtures \\ronchod loose, doors torn 
oft and windows broken all through 
tho building. 


Windows in many of the houses at 


I,olsonrlng No. 2 wore shaken and the 
dishes tumbled from cupboards. 
At 


the residence of Georgo Fuehrer and 
at I.clscnrlng No. 1 tho force of tho 
explosion was plainly felt, although no 
damage Is reported. 


At this writing It l.i not posstblo to 


give an estimate of the lost; but It 
will bo largo.

do not know of n single well that Is 
being drilled on their property.

that other people may not hnvo tho 
right to drill thoro, but they aro not 
doing It, and'1C oil prospectors 
wore 


to drill they would nol be likely to 
sink more than ono or two wells on 
a farm, similar to tho way well arc 
sunk In Greene and Fayetto counties, 
and that would not causo any damage 
to tho owners of the coal.
